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CLOSING DAY AX HAWTHORNE, 

Hawt home's two weeks of racing came to an 
end yesterday afternoon. An overflowing at- 
tendance, to the eye the best of the meeting, 
attested the popularity of the conree end highly 
gratifying appreciation of the good card pre- 
sented. The track was in fine condition and 
the afternoon’s sport was marked by several 
fast performances. Barton pat up a two-mile 
mark of 3:28i, time that has only once 
been excelled and once equalled over 
a Chicago racetreck. Newton, with 107 pounds 
up, ran the distance at Washington Park 
July 13, 1893, in 3 :27i, and that fine old rogue 
Evanatus, with the feather of 87 pounds j 
on bis back, made a record of 3:28i over the 
Harlem course Sept. 6, 1897. Barton is by no 
means a great racehorse but he is a very con- 
sistent rater and stayer, and with moderate 
weight up could put uo a creditable record at 
four miles. Outside of this noteworthy per- 
formance Cherry Leaf did a mile in 1:40 flat 
with Bradley's tough and enduring Boney Boy 
forcing him to do his utmost, 

The steeplechase was marred by an accident. 
At the second jump the topweight, Jack Hayes, 
struck the obstacle and fell, rolling over his 
rider, Johnson, and injuring him severely. His 
hip joint was fractured and he was supposed to 
be injured internally. He was sent to a hos- 
pital for treatment. 

Unsightly met with an unexpected defeat in 
the first race. Lady Elite was off with a flying 
start, and setting a hot pace led to the far turn, 
where Mathews got up with Unsightly and un- 
wisely rushed her along until he had estab- 
lished a clear lead of from three to fonr lengths. 
She kept her lead until well down the stretch, 
where the useless effort told and Lady Elite 
overhauled her and won by a scant head. Lew 
Kraft was a good third. 

The second race fell to Harry Nutter, he de- 
feating Samper Eadem, Espionage and five 
other more or less useful three-year-olds in a 
fast run seven-furlong dash. 

Teutons set the pace in the two-mile race 
for something over a mile and a half, with Bar- 
toa in second place. On the far turn Barton 
was sent to the front, and coming along at his 
leisure won a capable race by four lengths, with 
Teutons second and the others beaten off. 

Chenier had an easy task in the steeplechase 
after Jack Hayes fell and from that time on led 
throughout by a comfortable margin and won 
off by himself with Gypceiver a distant second. 

The mile handicap was marked by a hot fin- 
ish between Cherry Leaf and Boney .Boy, with 
Monk Wayman a good third, and Elkin cap- 
tured the closing raceof the day without much 

trouble.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Jockey Gouin, who was suspended last winter 
in connection with the in-and-out running of 
May W., has returned from Chicago and reports 
that an investigation of his case has been made 
by the Turf Congress with the result that he 
has been reinstated.— San Francisco Breeder 
and Sportsman. 

Apparently Master Gouin is trying to work a 
confidence game. He was ruled off by the 
California Jockey Club, which is the only body 
that can reinstate him. The California Jockey 
Club does not belong to the Turf Congress, but 
is an independent body, the successor to and 
running under the Pacific Coast Blood Horse 
Association rules. Its rulings are respected 
and accepted by the Tarf Congress, and under 
no circumstances would the Turf Congress or 
its Committee on Appeals do, or attempt to do 
what Gouin is alleged to have stated. 

The Tampa (Fla.) people are making prepa- 
rations to give quite an extended meeting at 
that point this winter. The intention is to con- 
vert the present half-mile track into a mile 
track so as to conform to Jockey Club rules, 
and to offer about $1,003 worth of purses a day. 
Horsemen who attended thelittle meeting there 
last winter were pleased with the prospect, so 
that if the Tampa people offer inducements to 
the horsemen and put up experienced men at 
the head of their meeting they ought to be able 
to have profitable racing there this winter. 

Twenty mares have been mated to Kingston, 
and Mr. Foxhall Keene writes that he could 
readiiy be sold for $50,030. His two best repre- 
sentatives, Admiration and Yulcain, have 
stamped him as a first-class sire, and from the 
many superbly bred mares at Castleton, he can 
hardly fail to reproduce himself. Mr. Keene 
has always had a sentimental attachment for 
Kingston, as he brad him while he was the 
owner of Spendthrift. 



ROUGH RIDING AT THE BEACH. 

Within a week the promising lightweight 
riders, McCue and Odom, have been badly hurt 
at Brighton Beach. It is no wonder that such 
is the case in view of what the experienced 
jockey Fred Taral says of the riding there: 

“Never in my experience,” he said, “have I 
seen so much rongh and foul riding as there is 
at present. It occurs in every race, and unless 
it is stooped, tome of these boys will surely be 
killed. It is all their own fault, at that, for 
after every race they gibe one another in the 
jockey room about what they have done. I 
have heard one boy boast to another that he 
had cut him off and that he would do it again 
whenever he got the opportunity. There is con- 
siderable enmity among them and it is the de- 
sire to beat one another out, by fair means or 
foul, that causes so much trouble at the post. 
A jostle in the first rush is not so noticeable as 
it might be later on in the running, and there 
are a lot of them that take ch incee. On the 
turns the crowding is sure to come, and is al- 
most as had in the stretches. 

“This is a matter that ou li* to be remedied, 
and I do not say this as m uv* fur myself as for 
the others. There is not out- of he-se youngsters 
that dares to crowd me in a r ce. They know 
that if they do, I will puli my bit and let them 
have it in the most convenient spot — in the face 
if necessary. I am glad to say I never suffer 
directly, but sometimes it comes to me indi- 



For the great event of the Brighton meeting, 
the Brighton Cup, which is run Saturday next, 
the field will he drawn from the following 
horses: Don d’Oro, Baugle, May Hempstead, 
Briar Sweet, George Boyd, Goodrich, Latson, 
Warrenton.

Prince 
McClnrg is the colt that won the Latonia and 
St. Louis Derbys.” 

The Louisville Jockey Club has decided not 
to hold any fall meeting. Oue was proposed 
aud considered, but has been abandoned ou the 
advice of Secretary Charles Price. Mr. Price 
is of the opinion that while a fail meeting this 
year would probably provs both profitable and 
popular it would be impossible to get high- 
class horses, audit would thus sink to the level 
of a gambling enterprise. 



BALTIMORE TO HAVE RACING. 

Wealthy citizens and well-known turfmen have 
started a movement for the organization of a 
high-class horseracing club, after the style of the 
once famous old Maryland Jockey Club and the 
celebrated Pimlico track. The movement had its 
inception from the success of the recent races at 
Pimlico of the Maryland Hunt Club. One pro- 
moter of the project has already guaranteed the 
payment of the purses to the amount of $25,000. 
The club is to number 200 members. The pro- 
moters of the new club are assured that they will 
have an organization composed of such a class 
of citizens that the Jockey Club will not hesitate 
to give them desirable spring and fall dates for 
meetings of ten or more days each. So sanguine 
are they that they are talking of reviving the 
Dixie, Breckinridge, Great Pimlico Handicap 
Steeplechase, Bowie and other old-time stake 
races. When the new club starts the harness 
racing in Maryland will be confined to half- 
mile tracks, as the only other mile track of the 
State— Herring Run— has been abandoned. The 
harness racers will not object, as they prefer to 
see this style of racing on tracks where the 
horses pass them twice iu a mile. As is well 
known, the Pimlico racetrack is, when iu con- 
dition, one of the safest and. fastest of all the 
circular tracks in America. The promoters say 
the cost of getting the Pimlico course will be 
trilling compared with the rental expenses on 
other big tracks, and they will thus be enabled 
to pnt np big money to bring the best horses to 
their meetings. 

QUEER RACING. 

A writer in Temple Bar gives an account of 
the famous race which takes place every year 
at the old Tascan town Siena. The course is 
an irregular oval,lyiDg along the steep hillside, 
and as the carves often degenerate into corners, 
and parts of the coarse are paved, aocidents 
are to be expected. Siena is divided for 
municipal purposes into “wards,” and each 
ward enters a horse the evening before the 
race. The horse aud his jockey are escorted 
with great ceremony to the church of the ward, 
where the two are solemnly blessed by the 
priests. If the animal happens to be a mare, 
she wears a white cap during the ceremony of 
the blessing. The men ride barebacked, and 
each carries a blunt dagger, with which it is 
permissible to attack other jockeys or horses. 
Use of the weapons is practically coufined to 
the start, when those who know they have no 
chance of winning devote themselves to the 
congenial work of attacking any horse that has, 
which is painful for the favorite, nnless he 
succeeds in jamping away with the lead 
the moment the rope used as a “starting gate” 
is lowered. Intense jealousy seems to be 
the most conspicuous feeling about the race; 
the winning jockey slipped off his horse at 
the post and was immediately surrounded by 
a body of gendarmes, who escorted him away 
lest the people of the defeated wards should 
try and kill him ! 

In the evening the winner and jockey are 
escorted to the ward church to be blessed again. 
With this odor of sanctity about it, the Siena 
race should be free from lust of gaiu, and fairly 
run at least. Sad to say, this is far from being 
the case; the jockeys are “doubly or trebly 
dyed traitors, who have sold themselves over 
and over again to pull and impede iu this or 
that interest.” The only element of uncer- 
tainty in the race, which is said to be 
“arranged” by the ward authorities beforehand, 
is the dishonesty of the jockey, who, if bribed 
not to win, sometimes pockets the money and 
j gives way to the temptation to catch the judge’s 
' eye and lots his horse out. 
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NOTES OF THE TUKF. 

The racing stewards of the Fair Association! 
held a meeting Thursday and reinstated jockey 
George Holden, who was suspended for an un- 
satisfactory ride on Senator O’Brien’s colt, 
Dnke of Baden, last Saturday. Holden pro- 
duced evidence of the fact that he had bet $30 
of hia own money on the colt. Holden is the 
jockey that rode fcr Jim Arthur during the 
08 rly part of the meeting. He was set down at 
Chicago by 8tarter Dwyer and Then came to St. 
Louis to ride for Senator O’BrieD. He will 
probably ride free lance at the Fa'r Grounds 
dnring the rest of the meeting. — St. Louis Re- 
public. 

Senator J. S. O’Brien and jockey Vitatoe’s 
father had a conference at St. Louis Thursday 
nigbt, at the conclusion of which it was an- 
nounced that the lad would ride for the Minne- 
sota tuifman the rest of the season. Vitatoe 
ran away from his father after he had given the 
boy a whipping for a bad ride on Branch at 
Hawthorne last Saturday. With good hand- 
ling Vitatoe may develop into a good rider. 
Senator O’Brien has a lot of good horees in his 
string and these are the kind that good jockeys 
are developed on. 

It is reported that James R. Keene has already 
or is about to purchase the Brookdale training 
establishment in New Jersey, now owned by 
the Colonel W. P. Thompson estate, and once 
the breeding establishment of the lata D. D. 
Withers. The report probably arose from the 
fact that Mr. Keene has engaged Fred Mosenm, 
long attached to Brookdale, to break the year- 
lings of Mr. Keene’s Castleton’s stnd in Ken- 
tucky. Mossum bas taken them to the Brook- 
dale establishment for that pcrpose. 

The an beaten Saddncee has been entered in a 
number of the antumn stakes, in which he will 
meet the reputed beBt of the year and have an 
opportunity to demonstrate whether he is the 
equal or superior ol Mesmerist, Maribert, David 
Garrick, Hib Royal Highness and the other 
swells of the stake-winning division. 

Abe Cahn’s famous old race mare Linda, by 
Linden, has been finally retired from the turf 
after a long and n*efnl racing career. 8he is 
in foal to Doctor Hasbronck. Mr. Cahn has a 
number of brood mares at Joseph D. Lucas' 
Goodwood stud, where Linda will spend the 
reet of her days. 

Slcan.it is anconnced. will sail for the United 
States by the stesmer New York today, having 
decided to take advantage of his suspension to 
visit America. He will return to England for 
the antnmn handicaps.
